1,200  feet  to  his  death,  Tuesday  j 
from  the  top  of  Bridal  Veil  Falls  : 
in  Provo  Canyon. 

The  victim,  William  (Billy)  Do- 
minguez, 23,  of  Orem  was  part  of 
a crew  of  six  which  is  construct- 
ing a cafe  above  the  falls.  The 
acident  took  place  a few  minutes 
after  10  a.m. 

DOMINGUEZ  was  employed  by 
the  Swiss-American  Cableway 
Co.,  which  is  doing  excavation 
work  prior  to  the  construction  of 
the  cafe. 

Dominguez  was  operating  a 
caterpillar  which  was  pushing 
dirst  and  rock  over  the  mountain' 
edge.  He  had  just  pushed  a load 
over  and  was  backing  up  when 
he  came  too  near  the  edge.  The 
over-balanced  machine  plunged 
down  the  mountain  side. 

Bryant  Gates  Sr.,  night  watch- 
man at  the  Skylift  said  that  the 
machine  didn’t  fall  straight  over 


the  edge  but  bounced  from  rock 
to  rock  like  a rubber  ball.  Pieces 
of  the  tractor  Were  scattered  over 
the  hillside. 

The  skylift  was  not  in  opera- 
tion at  the;  time  of  the  accident, 
according  to  Rue  L.  Clegg,  own- 
er of  the  ride.  Workers  on  top  of 
the  falls  were  brought  down  on 
the  tramway  following  the  acci- 
dent. 


Navy  Satellite 
Launched  from 
Pacific  Coast 

POINT  ARGUELLO,  Calif., 

Dec.  18  (UPI)  — A Navy  naviga- 
tional satellite  payload,  called 
Transit  5 A,  was  lanuched  to- 
ward "orbit  Tuesday  night  by  an 
Air  Force  Blue  Scout  rocket 
booster.

The  four-stage  rocket  zoomed 
from  its  pad  at  this  coastal  Pac- 
ific missile  range  base  with  a 
dazzling  shower  of  orange  and 
red  bursts  of  fire  which  bright- 
ened the  night  skies. 

The  Navy  said  the  launching 
was  successful  but  it  would  be 
a matter  of  hours  before  it  could 
be  determined  whether  the  pay- 
load  went  into  orbit. 

This  was  the  first  Transit  sat- 
ellite to  be  launched  from  the 
West  Coast.  Five  others  have 
been  launched  into  orbit  from 
Cape  Canaveral. 

The  Transit  system  is  design- 
ed to  aid  the  world’s  navigational 
system  and  make  the  world’s 
clocks  more  accurate. 

The  satellites  are  used  by  land 
and  sea  observers  to  provide  a 
“fix”  for  navigational  purposes. 
They  send  back  to  earth  radio 
signals  which  aid  navigators  in 
determining  a position.

BUENOS  AIRES  — At  least  15  persons  were  killed  last 
night  when  about  400  convicts  at  a suburban  prison  staged 
a spectacular  jailbreak  in  which  guards  were  taken  hostage 
and  normally  quiet  streets  were  turned  into  a battlefield. 

The  ringleaders  of  the  400  desperate  convicts  who  staged 
the  mass  jalibreak  surrendered  their  hostages  and  tried  to 
give  up,  but  guards  incensed  at  the  killing  of  their  colleagues 
opened  fire  when  the  inmates  came  out  of  their  cellblocks. 

Unconfirmed  reports  said  four  of  the  convicts  died  in 
a hail  of  bullets.  Earlier  official  reports  said  at  least  nine 
prison  guards  had  been  killed  in  the  spectacular  jailbreak. 
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Best  Peace  Guarantee 
Is  World  Disarmament

An  ample  scope  of  discussion 
under  such  a lively  caption  re- 
quires understanding  of  interna- 
tional relations  and  political  ten- 
dencies of  various  communities. 
The  last  two  world  wars  have  en- 
tirely changed  the  face  of  the 
globe;  creation  of  new  nations 
and  centralization  of  political  loy- 
alties have  made  the  concepts  of 
international  relations  rather 
complicated. 


Naturally,  every  country  is 
forced  by  the  rapidly  shrinking 
frontiers  of  space  in  this  super- 
sonic era,  to  be  interested  not  on- 
ly in  its  frontiers,  but  in  the  area 
beyond  them. 

This,  obviously,  leads  to  align- 
ments and  alliances  between 
groups  of  nations  with  common 
interests — political,  economic,  cul- 
tural or  religions.  Alignments 
and  alliances  are  as  old  as  the 
annals  of  international  relations, 
going  back  to  the  times  when 
humanity  dwelled  in  caves. 


Circumstances  have  always 
forced  weaker  individuals  or 
groups  to  seek  the  protection  of 
some  stronger  group.  Yet,  these 
alliances,  in  the  same  way,  have 
always  provoked  wars;  though 
they  are  begotten  of  fear  they 
also  beget  fear.  But  these  group 
formations  have/ evisted  and  will 
continue  to  exist  as  long  as  there 
are  weak  nations  open  to  agres- 
sions. 


Alliances  are  multiplied  by  ec- 
onomic depressions,  which  may 
easily  be  created  by  the  coun- 
tries enjoying  an  upper  hand  in 
the  world  economy.  Such  exploi- 
tations, backed  by  heavy  arma- 
ments and  manufacture  of  uncon- 
ventional destructive  weapons  are 
sure  guarantee  of  breach  of  peace 
at  any  time.  This  is  exactly  what 
is  being  done  by  the  Big  Powers 
of  the  'world  at  this  time. 


every  country  has  adhered  to 
one  or  the  other  bloc.  The  two 
blocs  with  their  parallel  rivalry 
and  opposing  interests  are  fer- 
vently trying  to  gain  supremacy 
over  each  other.  In  this  race  for 
supremacy  smaller  nations  are 
also  dragged  into  the  contest  by 
the  self-created  depressions  of  the 
great  power's  which  causes  insta- 
bility in  the  home  politics  of  the 
smaller  nations. 


The  pace  of  political  develop- 
ments, especially  after  the  sec- 
ond war  has  been  so  fantastic 
that  an  ordinary  student  of  inter- 
national affairs  is  baffled  and  the 
fixation  of  tendencies  of  a nation 
became  out  of  the  question  alto- 
gether. It  was  within  these  pol- 
itical uncertainties  that  politics 
prevailed  over  science,  resulting 
in  the  manufacture  of  nuclear 
weapons  and  the  invention  of 
easier  and  faster  source  for  car- 
rying these  deadly  weapons  to 
far-off  distances. 


As  far  as  the  interests  of  the 
big  powers  are  concerned  there 
seems  no  immediate  prospect  for 
solution,  and  as  long  as  the  ten- 
sion exists  in  the  world,  the  dan- 
ger of  war  will  exist.  To  face 
this  danger,  self-created  I say, 
countries  will  continue  to  arm 
themselves  and  their  friends.  By 
doing  this  they  will  make  the 
danger  of  war  greater.  He  who 
has  a sword  is  always  tempted  to 
use  it. 


Most  of  these  changes  occur- 
red during  and  after  the  Second 
World  War.  The  changes  in  the 
political,  economic  and  military 
fields  after  the  Second  World 
War'  were  a direct  corollary  of 
the  aims  and  attitudes  of  the  war 
itself. 


Well,  that  is  the  crux  of  the 
policy,  a hangover  of  power  pol- 
itics after  the  Second  World  War. 
Peace  is  essential  for  the  pros- 
perity of  coming  generations,  but 
hope  for  peace  lies  in  disarma- 
ment only. 


Who  and  how  begins  a war  does 
not  fall  within  the  purview  of 
my  discussion  here,  but  I should 
like  to  make  it  clear  that  the 
arms  and  strategy  of  a war  in  our 
times  are  quite  different  from 
those  of  earlier  wars'  and  hence 
of  prime  interest  for  every  na- 
tion, irrespective  of  its  policy 
and  position. 


Disarmament  can  only  be  ef- 
fected if  the  attitudes  presently 
followed  by  the  Big  Powers 
change,  otherwise  there  is  no 
chance  of  world  peace.
